A Extra beats (extrasystoles) are generally not 
harmful in otherwise healthy persons. Even so, 
it might, be wise to avoid coffee .and/or tobacco.

President Johnson has said that, 
"Prices are mining up too fast to be com­ 
fortable. We cannot allow the last five years 
of unprecedented prosperity to be endangered 
and to be swallowed by inflation.** 
"The head of a Potts town household 
doesn't need a crew of economists and 
statistic a ns interpreting a cost oí living 
index to rea life that money is worth less 
today than it was a year ago. 
Since February, 1965, all consumer items 
are up 2.5 percent. Many basic items in the 
family budget have risen much more sharply. 
In February of this year, the cost of living 
rose by A percent and that’s equivalent to an 
annual rise of 6 percent—far above an accept­ 
able level. 
At the same time, it was pointed out that 
much of this sharp rise was accounted for by 
increased food costs including higher prices 
paid to farmers. It is expected that there will 
be an easing of prices here that will cut the 
rate of rise in coming weeks. 
One thing is absolutely certain. The United 
States is the center of the financial workings 
of the world, and the world will watch closely 
what we do. 
Inflation, cutting sharply and suddenly into 
the value of the dollar, would destroy the 
competitive position of American products in 
foreign markets. 
Action must, be taken, and the alternatives 
are limited. It is in choosing among them 
that the political brickbats will fly. 
Taxes can be raised and there is every 
indication that the country is being pre­ 
pared for this. The President has spoken 
of a possible 5 to 7 percent increase to 
drain away some S5 billion otherwise 
available for personal and business spend­ 
ing. 
Direct controls can be imposed on wages 
and prices, but hardly anyone considers this 
under present conditions to be practical either 
politically or economically. 
President Johnson has stated his inten­ 
tions to pursue broadening of medicare, in­ 
creased social security payments and, on the 
whole, continued and increased spending by 
the federal government on the broad and 
widening front of social welfare. 
Apparently, "jawbone” control along with 
possible tax increases will be the palliatives 
most likely to be employed. 
In talks with the nation's leading indus­ 
trialists, President Johnson has secured 
pledges to curtail capital spending. 
Even the housewives of the nation have 
come in for attention with the President’s 
thought that they might sharpen their 
pencils, check the price lists and stop buy­ 
ing those things that *\ . . insist on going 
up and up”. 
In the coming months, opponents of ad­ 
ministration policy will be asking some sharp 
questions. War in Viet Nam. grows in dimen­ 
sion and cost. 
How can business, individuals, states and 
cities be asked to use restraint in spending 
by a Federal government which uses none 
itself? 
The proper role and direction of govern­ 
ment against the backdrop of inflation will 
be debated this election year. 
The American people will express their 
opinions in the voting booths this Fall and 
the reply decide their own fate.

JpOR MILLIONS of school children, the time 
of respite from books, homework and 
tests is almost at hand. 
Thoughts of a Summer job, the playground, 
a camping trip, or a swim in the neighbor­ 
hood pool are intruding more and more on 
academic pursuits. 
For many high school and college students, 
the last school bell of this year will mean 
graduation and the greater responsibility of 
putting to use what they have learned in 
productive work in their communities, their 
nation and their families. 
The habit of learning is the must valu­ 
able lesson they can carry away from 
their days of formal education. The ability 
to learn and adapt is part of living in this 
fast changing world. 
It is still true that know.1 ledge without, 
action is futile, but it is more valid than 
ever before to observe that action without 
knowledge Is disaster. 
The last school bell of the year brings 
change. It brings the fun of Summer. May 
It bring also a time for young people to gain 
new resolve to pursue the knowledge that 
awaits them in the schoolrooms to come and 
in all the years of their lives that lie ahead.

Furthermore, if a person has inhaled too 
much oxygen, or even has received too .rapid, 
artificial respiration, he may not breathe, 
yet his heart may be beating steadily. 
"Aha,” you mi ay exclaim,, “then what 
about holding a mirror in front of his * 
mouth to see if it will become logged?” 


Alas, that doesn't work if the person 
isn't breathing! 
Yet I have just mentioned that stoppage 
of breathing is not in itself a sure sign of 
death... 
Physicians may employ all of the fore­ 
going tests but they also rely more fully on 
the "eye test.” 
If a person is still alive, flash a light into 
his eyes and you will find that the pupils 
shrink down to pinpoint size.

THIS IS A more certain test than the use 
of the mirror or even the lack of a pulse or 
breathing. 
But you must, be sure, of course, that the 
patient isn't wearing a glass eye! 
One of the comon tricks that medical pro­ 
fessors- often try on students, is to have 
them examine a patient with a glass eye. 
The artificial eye looks so natural that 
a student may not realize that fact!

Inside Television

STARR REPORT: Thomas W. Moore, the 
president of the ABC television network, is 
what is known, to the profession as good 
copy. 
When he makes a speech he usually says 
something worth repeating. In a Boston 
address recently, Moore took a swipe at us 
tv critics and columnists. It. was more or 
less justified. 
In essence, he chided the critics who 
would like the network to put on cul­ 
tural programs during prime evening 
hours when such cultural programs would 
have to buck the more popular forms of 
entertainment, but when the networks 
do so they invariably lose the ratings 
battle to the pop entertainment entries 
on the competing networks. 
To make matters worse, the tv column­ 
ists and editors then splash the rating dis­ 
aster experienced by the cultural programs 


“across their pages and thus do a disservice 
to our industry,” said Moore. But what else 
can tv editors do, when the networks all 
stress the importance and news-worthiness 
of the ratings? 
MOORE SUGGESTED a new means of 
evaluating television ratings be found so 
special programming will not have to be 
compared to the front-running shows, 
lie offered as a possible solution a 
plan by which, say, a public affairs 
show rating’s would be judged only 
against those achieved by other public 
affairs shows — and not what it did 
against maybe a “ Bonanza” or “ Man 
From U.N.C.L.E.,” etc. 
This is an admirable scheme, but an 
even more admirable one would be if all 
three networks would agree to regularly de­ 
vote one hour each week, before we all go 
beddy-bye, to series of special and cultural 
worth.

Tarriff Proposal 
By STERLING F. GREEN

The policy committee of the 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
pigeon-holed Sunday a proposed 
resolution supporting President 
Johnson's plan to permit liberal­ 
ized tariff terms for Communist 
countries of Europe. 
The committee acted in closed 
session. It barred reporters who 
had been present during consid­ 
eration of six other policy is­ 
sues. including an endorsement 
of Johnson's proposal to create 
cabinet-level 
department 
of 
transportation. 
But the committee voted to 
sidetrack for at least one year 
the tariff proposal, even though 
it had approved the presidential 
plan in February and circulated 
it to local chambers by mail. 
* * * 
Some local chambers reacted 
unfavorably. Also, the proposal 
was attacked in a newspaper 
column by conservative former 
Sen. Barry' Goldwater of Arizo­ 
na. the Republican presidential 
nominee in 1964 
Goldwater 
urged chamber delegates to 
vote against the resolution; un­ 
der Sunday’s policy ruling they 
will not get that chance. 
The policy committee1 decided 
to rescind its approval of the 
resolution and send it to the 
chamber’s board of directors 
with a recommendation that the 
board do likewise. The proposal 
then would be returned to the 
policy body for reconsideration 
a year hence In connection with 
the chamber's study of its posi­ 
tion on renewal of the Trade 
Expansion Act. 
TTie tariff proposal originated 
in Johnson's State of the Union 
message in. January. He sug­ 
gested that Congress give him 
discretionary power to extend 
most, favored, nation treatment 
to any of the European Commu­ 
nist countries — that is. to give 
them the benefit of tariff reduc­ 
tions signed with any other 
country. 
• * ♦ 
The chamber's policy com­ 
mittee originally drafted a reso­ 
lution 
saying that "rapidly 
growing 
differences 
among 
Communist countries of Eu­ 
rope” justify giving the Presi­ 
dent the power to grant or with­ 
draw this privilege as he sees 
fit. It agreed with Johnson that 
this authority over trade could 
be "a useful instrument in the 
contest with communism.” 
The new draft, resolution en­ 
dorsing a department of trans­ 
portation specifies that the new 
department should have author­ 
ity only to coordinate trans­ 
portation activities of the gov­ 
ernment and should he barred 
from any regulatory activities. 
This is the pattern sought by 
Johnson. 
Another resolution endorsed by 
the policy committee. wrh,ieh is 
headed by M. A. Wright, execu­ 
tive vice president of Standard 
Oil Company, New Jersey, 
would put the chamber on 
record as: 
— Opposing Johnson's propos­ 
al for a four-year term for 
members of the House of Repre­ 
sen, tali, ves, 
instead 
of 
the 
present two-year term. The res­ 
olution said the two-year term 
gives the voters closer control 
of their representatives in Con­ 
gress.

Destruction Mounting 
US Cities Bear Brunt 
p 
mammt 
School Vandalism Costs Millions 


NEW YORK (A P) — A rising 
tide of window-smashing and 
oilier vandalism in schools is 
costing Am erican cities millions 
of dollars, an Associated Press 
survey showed Sunday. 
In New York City alone, the 
toll from senseless school de­ 
struction — with the accent on 
broken glass — is running more 
than $5 million annually. 
School authorities in Brooklyn 
have been driven to build a pro­ 
totype of what may prove to be 
the m etropolitan school building 
of the future: a brick and con­ 
crete fortress without a single 
exterior window. 
Vandalism in Chicago schools 
in 1965 cost $852,236, mainly to 
replace windows, door glass and 


light fixtures. School custodians 
reported a total oí 84.221 break­ 
ages of one kind or another dur­ 
ing the 12 months. 
Philadelphia's public schools 
suffered 100,000 broken window 
panes costing an average of $3 
each. The school board experi­ 
mented with shatter-proof plas­ 
tic 
substitutes 
for 
glass 
but 
these proved vulnerable to ball­ 
point pens and scratching with 
sharp objects.

Detroit has to replace 20,000 
school windows a year. P itts­ 
burgh lays out $2.000 to $2,500 a 
month 
for

breakage in Cleveland last year 
cost the school system $81,904.

dow guards, 
Equipm ent thefts at Los An­ 
geles’ 601 schools in 1965 cost 
$218,000.

Tex., School Dis­ 
trict, which has 58,000 pupils, 
has cut vandalim a to 3 or 4 
cents per student in an average 
year by having its janitors live 
on school prem ises.

Keith Appleby. “ We also 
have quite a bit of outside light­ 
ing at all the buildings."

WASHINGTON (A P) — Dr. 
Ali Javan, inventor of the gas 
las'T, doesn’t usually carry one 
of the incredible machines when 
[he travels — but this weekend 
he did. 
And in his hotel suite he dem­ 
onstrated for a small group a 
use of the laser that may, some 
scientists say, revolutionize the 
making of motion pictures and 
still, photographs. 
Javan demonstrated 
a 
true 
three-dimensional photo. It was 
not 
a 
stereoscopic 
picture — 
not, as he called it, an optical 
illusion. It was a three-quarter 
front view of an eagle and as he 
turned the glass plate slightly 
from one side to the other, view­ 
ers could see in the sharp red 
glow of the laser light a picture 
of a bright golden figure of the 
bird. 


But, in addition to the appear­ 
ance of depth, the picture gave 
the impression of parallax. In 
other words, as he turned the 
plate slightly a wing that here­ 
tofore had been hidden behind 
the tail came into view. 


“It is likely,” he told a report- 
ier, "that it may develop into a 
wav of making a three dimen­ 
sional motion picture.” But he 
stressed that it still is in the de­ 
velopment stage and added, “At 
.the moment it is an important 
way of storing information.” He

Javan said also that he is not 
The developer of these three-di­ 
mensional pictures, but this is 
just one more use to which the 
laser — a light amplifier — has 


.been put to use. 
Javan, a. physics professor at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, 
and Dr. Theodore H. 
Mai.man, who first produced an 
operating laser using 
a 
ruby 
light, 
were 
in Washington, to 
receive a $20',000 award for ap­ 
plied 
physical 
science. 
The 
award is given, yearly by the 
Fannie and John. Hertz Founda­ 
tion. Last Wednesday, they re­ 
ceived bronze award medallions 
from 
President Johnson at a 
i White House ceremony. 
Javan, 39, a native of Tehran, 
Iran, says uses of the helium- 
neon gas laser are even more 
numerous than he believed they 
would be when he conceived the 
idea of the device in 1959. Then, 
he was a staff member at BeU¡ 
Telephone Laboratories in Mur- 
ray Hill, N.J». He joined Bell ¡ 
shortly after receiving a Ph.D.! 
in physics from Columbia Uni­ 
versity —• a degree he won with-! 
out 
having obtained 
either 
a 
bachelor’s or a master's degree.

Javan explained that the new 
¡three-dimensional pictures can; 
be made on ordinary photosen­ 
sitive plates — but only with the 
i high-intensity light of the laser, j 
He said, “You need to have 
coherent laser light with well-' 
defined 
phase to produce the 
interference between the scat­ 
tered light and the laser light, 
and this is where the laser has 
revolutionized this art.” 
Laser light, being extremelyi 
intense, does not scatter as does 
ordinary light. And the phase — 
or distance from wave to wave 
— of laser light beams can be 


measured 
easily, 
unlike 
ordi­ 
nary light. 
Ja v a n ’s laser is a com mer­ 
cially built machine in a. black 
box half the size of a physician’s 
bag. “ We have done quite ex­ 
tensive 
research 
using 
these 
lights to study the properties of 
atoms and molecules,” he said. 
“ We are able to use this device 
to probe very minute changes of 
length 
even 
if 
the 
length 
changes within one part of a 
thousandth of an atom."

He said that as a measuring 
device, the laser is accurate to 
one part in 10 to the eleventh 
power — that’s 10 with eleven 
zeroes after it. “ We hope to at­ 
tain an accuracy of 10 to the 
thirteenth within the next couple 
of years,” Javan said.
